Significantly, the latest decision, though it 
goes much further than the one of a year 
ago, seems to have caused less consternation 
across the country.

This might b e due largely to the experi­ 
ence of a numb er of church and political 
leaders last year who expressed rash fears 
that were not justified b y a careful reading 
of the decision 
But It might b e due in part to a growing 
realization that the Supreme Court is not at­ 
tempting to outlaw religion from national life 
or even from pub lic affairs; rather it is at­ 
tacking the tedious task of defining the pre­ 
cise relationship b etween government and re­ 
ligion. 
This is an endeavor that had to b e under­ 
taken b y the Court at some time. .\nd in 
\ iew of the language of the First ,\mendment 
to the federal constitution and of the tradi­ 
tions of the nation, the decision of the Court 
in this case can b e judged as proper. 
There is no reason that elimination of re­ 
quired 
Bib le-reading 
or 
recitation 
of 
the 
l.A)rd’s Prayer from the schools should result 
in a less religious or a less moral nation. 


Indeed, the logical consequence of the de­ 
cision would b e the development of a more 
honestly religious people. For those who have 
depended upon the schools for some ritualistic 
expression of religion now' must aecept this 
as their personal responsib ility. 


* 


The real effect of the decision is to re­ 
move religious exercise from the schools, 
where it is largely meaningless, and to place 
it in the churches, the homes and the hearts 
and souls of individuals, where it can b e 
truly purposeful. 
Little b enefit derives from a pub lic ex­ 
hib ition of religious enthusias.m. To have any 
value, religion mu,st b e practiced as an in- 
dividual’s private devotion to his god and to 
his own ethical heliels. 
Monday’s ruling does not indicate neces­ 
sarily that the Court means to ab olish all 
reference to God from pub lic life. The jus­ 
tices went to luiusual lengths to make this 
clear. 
But additional decisions will b e forthcom­ 
ing b efore the thin line can b e drawn b etween 
proper and improper involvement of religion 
in pub lic life.

If those who are genuinely concerned 
ab out the religious sinews of the nation will 
now turn their efforts toward the fulfillment 
of religious conviction within themselves, the 
nation itself' will b e strengthened b y t h e 
course set b y the Supreme Court.

rated in Neb raska. 
Stock in such corporations is exempt from 
N eb raska's intangib le property taxes, LB1.5 
would have sub jected them to the same tax 
as stock in foreign corjKirations, tlio.se not in- 
coi’iKirated in Neb raska. 
Even the 4 mills tax on foreign cor(>ora- 
tion stock is b ut a small fraction of the tax 
on tangib le projxmiy such as real estate, b usi­ 
ness or farm property.

The failure to tax adequately the owners 
of intangib le propert>, such as stocks and 
b onds, is one of the glaring deficiencies of 
Neb raska's tax svstem. There is no justifica­ 


tion for any Neb raskan having a free, or 
nearly free, tax ride simply b ecause h i s 
wealth comes from a different source from 
those who pay the b ulk of the tax b ill. 


,\s Sen. Carpenter declared during de­ 
b ate on LB15, ‘Tt is only reasonab le to ex­ 
pect owners of intangib les to pay something.” 
.\s it is, those whose intangib les are domes­ 
tic or domesticati'd foreign stock pay noth­ 
ing. 
P>ut, ironically, it is the erratic Sen. Car­ 
penter himself, as chief opponent of the pro­ 
posed state incoim* tax b ill, who is most re­ 
sponsib le today for the free ride that will 
continue for owners of intangib les. 
The income levy w'ould have taxed the 
earnings of .stocks in all corporations while 
avoiding the danger of alienating companies 
doing b usiness in Neb raska or considering 
moving into the state. 
More than any other individual Sen. Car- 
pent(‘r was resjionsib le for the narrow^ 22-19 
defeat of the income lax b ill 
.\nd it is he 
who now must shoulder the b lame for many 
wealthy Neb raskans escaping their rightful 
share of taxation. 
It is clear that the Legislature is not go­ 
ing to eliminate the tax haven now’ extended 
to intangib le property owners through the 
state property tax. The only answer would 
s(‘em to b e some method of taxing the earn­ 
ings of such property. 


If anyone has a b etter idea, he should 
make himself heard, loud and clear, b efore 
the next session of the Legislature.

15 to the east and prov ide a first all- 
weather route to county seat Fairbury. 
“ The project has us making plans to 
surface our 4-block main street also,” con­ 
tinued Tilgner, “ and there’s talk of cov ­ 
ering ev ery street in town within 5 years.”

The decision was unanimous 
in favor of Dupas, who scored 
the 101st victory of his career 
against only 17 losses and two 
draws.
